In the hoi summer of 1976 KUFOII had recorded some visual observatLons that were 
now very evidently whirlvri-uds (both stationary and on the move) pA nd it was wen | 

speculated that EO-called ""[IFO negts^' (especially prevalent in Australia a few 
years ago) were probably created lu the same way# 

This vras marvellous UFO research*A credit to the subject.What is more it afforded 
predictions .Each July/August there was the pTObability that aimilar marks would . 
turn up and, in a climate of UFO madness, be grossly misinterpreted# It happenetil 
On Uonday^July 11 it seemed like all the national dallies in Britain were 
calling me requesting quotes.I spent hours getting more and more frxistrat©d'jtelling 
them the same story over and over^with varying degrees of credulity on tholr part* 

The marks had reappeared (as they had ove:£y Jixly/Axignst sinoe I 98 U) in ^ farm at 1 

West bury, V/itc, the week before-This year, however, they were more remarkable. In stead i 
of the usual thrc«? ringsthero was a large ccntrtJ, one ,45 foot in a diameter,and 
four smaller ones>arranged in a perfect oompane--point patterJi around it.Baoh one 
was very regular and contained corn swathed in a clockwise mot ion# Luckily Ian 
Hrpryglod had communicated this nev^s to me and ©:tplained that,despite the imugual f 
pattern,Dr Headeu was still satinfied the gtatioiiary-whirlvrlud hypothesis made 
sense.It goes without saying that nobody in Wiltshire had seen a UFO causing the 
marks*Indeed nobody hc'id oven reported a UFO anywhere near the phcQ of their 
discovery,either in time or spaoo. 

ITue Wiltshire Timog (Jxxl 6%who set the media ball rolling, simply reported that 
"Tlieories Bujaa over Com 01rclos''.They did say the pattern,according to "UA'O 
believers",resembled "the landin^^ pads of a giant flying saucer." But irruch more 
time was spent on farmcr^j theories that varied from helicopter dov/nBraft,through 
Meor acting out their mating instincts" (???) to "the weather". (There had been 
a spell of hot suncliine) *Th6 next d^y the tieeteni Daily Press were less oonsor" 
vative,"Watch outl T-to’^tiana are back." they rather profuimptuously told their 
readers.Locals were apparently ^*lceeping an eyo out for little green mon^*i I’his had 
to be the b'irth of a lovely national silly-season atory.And it was the Daily 
JLl:jq)rGSEi vrho had picked it up first and whoso Jul 11 page three (l) story pictured 
a pin-up of rilT,a fine aerial photo of the rings >and the heading "ET-Fhonc the 
l3:KpresB"*, by Jack Hill (for eoinoidonce lovcrg Virginia. Kill irrote the Ho stem 
Press item and Kills arcit soenia,cruoifa to tho generds of the phenomenon - both 
the real one and the medaa onsi J 
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The liipreaa used the faot that Hesthiiry lies within ’’the fartous Warainsber 
Triangle" a-a the e^cuae for the ET explanation#It is "to UFOs what Cowes is to 
yachting"# Perhaps I hava heen asleep for a few years ljut I have never heard of 
this "famous Warminster trlAji^e"- have you? 

Tho next day (Jul 12) local media annotmced the discovery of some new marlcs 
(exactly like those at Wostbury)ythis time at Winohestor,IlaJtipshire (in previous 
years Hampshire^including the Isle of Wight^have producBd rings too)#Ey now the 
rtiGdia ,plua often citedj^but never quoted;,"UFO enthusiasts";,were the only ones 
promoting the ISr theoryp the only investIgators to whom the nationals had 
□pcken had told them what I had>I thinlc it hi^ly likely these ' enthusiast si were 
invented by the media*Tliis was the fraud*Anyone who did not accept the whirlvfind 
theory (wMoh tho initial farm owners always had!) believed it now to he a 
delihorate hcai^Thla is poaslhl© (©£q>ecially in the osoond case) hut unlikely^as 
the first photographs at Westhttry clearly show no trace of other marks that 
inter-eonnact the rings#If it were a hoax it would take remarkable dediaation too 
- the sort that only the national newspapers seemed to have by this point I

happy with the extonsive quotes made from what I told thorn,explaiJiing viiiy Wiimitrist 0 : 
has its reputation,dieouaoing UAPs^and the cause of the clrclea,Jeremy Gates is 
to be congratuiatsd for first-class tmthful representation.As for elsewhere, WellO 
J turned down the offer to appear on the XBAg ^Breakfast TV* when it wae made 
clear what they intended to do with the item#And the Daily Stiar,under the heading 
"It*e All Hot AirJ" announoed "Star solves UFO riddle"* # #,frJhat was the source of 
this amasing discovery? It soomo^juigt as 1 told thoir reporter Charles Langley to 
do when ho clearly did not believe my whirlirind fmawGr,thoy spoke to the Plet.Offieo 
in Bracknell and were informed that the answer wae*f#Vfait for it...whirlwindsI 
(Porhftpa that heading should have boen BUFORA solvos the UFO riddle, or tho Met 
Of floe does;*,, but then wo are not fitting all tho other newspapers are we?) 

When on July 13 the West era Daily Press (now also opealcing of the "Warminster 
triangle") finally decided to interview Dr Pater Mead.en>and he showed vrith due

a vigil wo^ to b® kept at Warminstor,,."X m sure these circleg mean something 
spectaoular will happen this year",quoth he, IJe ms followed by the intrepid David 
Briggs who became a member of "the UFO cult" (ughl) after a personal sighting*Ho 
proposed the use of infrared photography to show up the outline of the object that 
had caused the rings,Speaking in the UinchGgfcwr Gas^otte (July 14) be seems to have 


rather misaed the boat as surely he would not expoct any heat traces to still to ilrdB.

The theory ( derived from Keel,Fallee and Jung ) has been too little discussed by 
researohera, largely I think because few people have road his book*A pity. 

Watson is very interested in the interaction between consciousness ajid paranorma 
events and 30 his stories arc often very deep*Talking to a pti.blisher about lilm I 
learnt that his mrk was tou^i to sell because he OTites fiction as if it were 
non--fiction.But ufologists ought to be well prepared for the barrage of ideas he 
invariably casts before yoii#
